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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to at least the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1) Species 1 (Figures 1, 2A, 2B): A substrate centering apparatus comprising a torsion 
spring (biasing member) and a pivot that further comprises of a lever coupled to an arm 
and where the arm is angled relative to lever. 

2) Species 2 (Figures 1, 2A, 2B): A substrate centering apparatus comprising a 
compression spring (biasing member) and pivot that further comprises of a lever 
coupled to an arm and where the arm is angled relative to lever. 

3) Species 3 (Figures 1, 3): A substrate centering apparatus comprising a biasing 
member and a L-shaped pivot and an actuating arm. 

4) Species 4 (Figures 1, 3): A substrate centering apparatus comprising a biasing 
member and a L-shaped pivot and an actuating arm whose second end includes a 
radius or a fillet. 

5) Species 5 (Figures 1, 3): A substrate centering apparatus comprising a biasing 
member and a L-shaped pivot and an actuating arm and a plurality of lift pins alongwith 
a lift plate. 

6) Species 6 (Figures 1, 4): A substrate centering apparatus comprising a base, lever, a 
roller arm, a slide and a ramp. 

7) Species 7 (Figures 1, 5): A substrate centering apparatus comprising of at least two 
fixed pins and at least one substrate centering apparatus. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least claim 1 appears to be generic. 
Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior 
art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the 
other invention.
